The lists are, as yet, only tentative. To those of ns who 
live in Southern and Central China, it is obvious that a good 
many of the characters in these lists are not the ■ones that we 
would select to represent the sounds of the Western names 
here given. But we must agree on something for the sake of 
uniformity in the use of names in our school and text books. 
It is perhaps useless to expect that any list of characters 
selected for the purpose will harmonize «ntirely for the 
northern Mandarin and the dialects of Central and Southern 
China, and even for the southern Mandarin. So it has been 
thought best by the Committee, and the Association at its last 
meeting, to publish these lists as a standard for use in transla- 
tion, while at the same time, calling for suggestions, from any 
who may be disposed to give them as to any improvements 
that may be made in the lists so as the better to harmonize 
the differences in the various dialects of the country. 

Suggestions are therefore invited, and all such suggestions 
may be sent to the undersigned, or to Dr. Sheffield, for use 
when the revision of the lists are made preparatory to their 
publication in a permanent form.
